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Not  much,  is  to  he  said,  historically,  about  the  Library  of  Lichfield  Cathedral, 
Its  contents  at  the  time  of  the  three  successive  sieges  in  the  seventeenth 
century  "were  probably  destroyed  either  by  the  defenders,  or  the  besiegers, 
of  the  Close.  The  rarest  treasure  now  in  it— a MS.  popularly  entitled  “ The 
Gospels  of  St.  Chad  ’’—was,  as  tradition  tells,  rescued  during  the  siege  by  the 
then  Precentor  of  the  Cathedral,  William  Higgins,  and  so  escaped  destruction. 
It  is  very  possible  that  he  also  preserved  another  MS.,  now  in  the  Library,  a 
collection  of  Ecclesiastical  Decrees  by  Pope  Gregory  IX.,  with  elaborate 
marginal  glosses,  as  that  volume  was  certainly  placed  there  before  1452. 

But  whatever  books  may  have  survived  the  Civil  Wars,  the  Library  received 
a large  addition  of  about  one  thousand  volumes  from  Frances,  Duchess  of 
Somerset,  owner  of  Drayton  Manor,  near  Tamworth,  wdio  died  in  1673.  In  her 
Will  it  is  stated  that  “ for  the  respect  which  I and  my  family  have  received  from 
the  Cittie  of  Lichfield,  I give  the  Library  and  Books,  which  were  my  late  deceased 
husband’s,  to  the  Church  of  Lichfield,  to  be  put  into  the  New  Library  there.”  A 
portrait  of  the  Duchess  hangs  in  the  Library. 

What  she  meant  by  the  “ New  Library  ” is  not  clear.  For  a Library,  situate 
on  the  north  side  of  the  Cathedral,  west  of  the  north  door,  as  is  shown  in  some 
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old  prints,  was  built  by  Deans  Hey  wood  and  Totton  about  1493.  This  was  taken 
down  in  1758,  and  the  books  were  then  transferred  to  their  present  position  over 
the  Chapter  House. 

Another  benefactor  to  the  Library  was  Andrew  Newton,  a native  of  the  city, 
who  died  early  in  the  present  century,  the  munificent  founder  of  the  so-called 
Newton’s  College  in  the  Close  for  twenty  widows  and  unmarried  daughters  of 
clergymen. 

And  within  the  last  few  years  a valuable  addition  has  been  made  by  the 
bequest  of  his  books  from  tkeHev.  Frederick  Martin,  Hector  of  South  Somercotes 
and  Prebendary  of  Lincoln  Cathedral,  who  also  left  by  will  a sum  of  about  £400 
to  the  Library.  This  benefaction  has  enabled  the  Dean  and  Chapter  to  purchase 
some  modern  books,  to  have  the  Library  put  in  order,  and  to  incur  the  cost  of  a 
printed  Catalogue.  The  books  formerly  belonging  to  Mr.  Martin  have  a special 
book-plate  inserted  in  them. 

Other  additions  have  been  made  to  the  Library,  partly  by  private  gifts  and 
partly  from  such  small  purchases  as  the  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  Chapter  have 
enabled  them  to  make. 

The  present  number  of  volumes  is  about  4500. 

The  Library  is  somewhat  rich  in  Bibles,  containing  among  others  a fine  copy 
of  Cranmer’s  Bible,  folio,  1540 ; a good  copy  of  the  so-called  “ Breeches  Bible,” 
1611  ; of  the  “ Vinegar  Bible,”  1717,  but  only  as  far  as  Solomon’s  Song  ; copies 
of  the  Antwerp  (Text  only)  and  London  Polyglots  (the  last  a fine  and  perfect 
copy,  with  Castell’s  Lexicon) ; and  Ogilby’s  Bible,  1660,  a magnificent  copy.  The 
“ Sealed  Prayer  Book  ” of  1662  is  in  excellent  preservation. 

The  Library  contains  a good  number  of  French  and  Italian,  and  of  seventeenth 
century  English  controversial  works ; some  curious  tracts  relating  to  the  great 
Civil  War,  and  to  New  England,  and  an  interesting  collection  of  the  earlier 
literature  of  the  Oxford  Movement  of  1833. 

Some  modern  Theological  books,  Biblical,  Liturgical,  Historical,  and 
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Biographical,  have  been  recently  added,  and  for  easy  reference  are  printed  in  a 
separate  Catalogue,  to  be  bad  gratis  on  application  to  tbe  Sub-Librarian. 

Of  tbe  Manuscripts  tbe  most  interesting  is  that  commonly  called  “ St.  Chad’s 
Gospels.”  Curious  records  of  various  subjects  are  written  in  tbe  margin  in 
different  languages.  Amongst  tbem  is  one  in  Latin,  stating  bow  tbis  MS.  came 
into  tbe  possession  of  tbe  Cathedral  Church  of  Llandaff,  one  Geltic  having 
bought  it  of  Cingal  for  a good  horse,  and  then  having  given  it  for  tbe  good  of 
bis  soul  to  tbe  altar  of  St.  Teilo,  Bishop  of  Llandaff.  How  it  was  transferred  to 
Lichfield  is  not  known  ; but  tbe  Bishop  who  received  it  wrote  bis  name,  either 
“ Kinsy  ” or  “ Winsy  ” Praesul,  on  tbe  first  page  with  a cross  affixed.  Kinsy  was 
Bishop  of  Lichfield  a.d.  930;  Winsy  a.d.  960. 

A collation  of  this  MS.  shows  that  in  all  probability  it  was  a copy  of  ono 
or  other  of  St.  Jerome’s  versions.  It  was  the  work,  however,  of  a careless  or 
ignorant  scribe,  clerical  errors  and  verbal  omissions  being  not  infrequent. 

The  Library  also  contains,  in  separate  cases,  some  early  Charters  and  other 
legal  documents  connected  with  the  Cathedral,  some  of  them  with  the  seals 
attached ; specimens  of  Conges  d’Elire,  of  Papal  Bulls,  of  Mediaeval  Rent 
Rolls,  of  indemnities  for  crimes  and  treasons  supposed  to  have  been  committed  by 
the  Vicars  Choral,  and  other  like  matters.

Cases  lettered  from  A.  to  X will  be  found  in  the  larger  of  the  two 
Rooms.  The  books  in  all  these  cases  are  marked  with  the  case 
letter,  and  a number  denoting  the  place  of  each  volume  on  the 
shelves. 

In  the  smaller  room  will  be  found  Case  Z.  Some  of  the  books 
in  this  case  have  no  numbers  attached  to  them,  being  for  the  most 
part  long  sets  of  volumes. 

In  this  room  also  will  be  found  all  the  books  marked  in  the 
Catalogue  only  by  a number ; the  number  here  denoting  one  of  a 
series  of  shelves,  capable  of  extension  as  need  arises  : the  volumes 
on  these  shelves  are  not  numbered.  These  books  are  almost 
wholly  modern,  and  are  placed  by  themselves  to  facilitate  the 
taking  of  them  out,  when  borrowed  for  use  at  a distance  from  the 
Cathedral. 

The  Library  is  open  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays,  from  12  to 
2 o’clock,  when  the  Sub-Librarian  is  in  attendance.  Arrangements, 
however,  are  made,  subject  to  rules  laid  down  by  the  Dean  and 
Chapter,  for  lending  books,  which  any  of  the  Clei’gy  of  the 
Diocese,  or  other  persons  to  whom  permission  to  use  the  Library 
has  been  given,  may  desire  to  borrow.
